Ningpo itself dosoribed in your 
poper’ of the 22nd inst., hava too large extont 
Sieeided, ‘but. it may require years fo repsir gud 
obliterate tha devretation brought to the hills 
and valleys west of Ningpo. Altbench tho reis 
was heavy: and long continued on F'ridny and 
Solarday afternoon (Aug. 23rd. aud.24h) and 
accompanied by thander, light and flercely 
bloving and rapidly shifting «winds, yet rome- 
thing more seems required to account for the 
Literally appolling foroa and volume of tho flnoda, 
and for tho landalips with which the fuir green 
hills are -sdarred ‘and toxrowed in bundreds 
of places..
